Discovery That Glycerine Can Be 
Made From By-Product 
Discovery that glycerine, of 
the chemicals in world-wide use, can

is neither animal nor vegetable in 
source 

Its synthesis, described to the 
American Chemical Society, was re- 
garded as one of the leading indus- 
trial scientific achievements of this 
century Production already has 
been proven on a commercial scale. 

Chemists of the Shell Development 
Company, Emeryville, Cal., who in- 
vented the process, said the oil wells 
can supply glycerine for the entire 
world. The new glycerine they de- 
clared is even better in non-toxic 
qualities than the United States 
Pharmacopeia requires of the “na- 
tural” glycerine 

The glycerine is made from pro- 
pylene a waste from the crack- 
ing process of g oline manufacture, 
The gas is treated with chlorine, The 
result is allyl chlorine, a n¢ com- 
mercial product, useful for ndustry, 
but poisonous 

Further treatment of the allyl 
chlorine results in glycerine
